Admin, SU lock horns at BoG over tuition 


Delayed decision on tuition increase a “step in the right direction”, say student reps

The U of A’s Board of 
Governors hasn’t raised tuition by 
the maximum amount—yet. 
Although administration pushed 
for the increase, the Board 
postponed a direct vote on the 
increase until later this year. 

The recommended increase for 
1997-98 would raise undergraduate 
tuition by 9.59 per cent, the 
maximum increase allowed under 


Owram: tuition increase “the best 
choice under the circumstances” 


the provincial government's current 
tuition policy. This would result in 
an additional $229.25 per year for 
full-time students. 

Opinions vary radically over 
the direction the Board will take 
when they are asked to approve the 
tuition increase along with the entire 
university budget in March. 

“Quality education is 
expensive,” said U of A vice- 
president academic Doug Owram 
during the meeting. 

Inan interview with CJSR radio 
yesterday, Owram said that “the 
only alternative the Board had to 
raising tuition was imposing more 
cuts on the faculty ... it was either to 
find the money in tuition or to start 
cutting more faculty positions as we 
have for the last three years.” 

“This is the best choice under 
the circumstances,” said Owram. 

Eric Newell, president and CEO 
of Syncrude Canada Ltd. and a 
public member of the Board, asked 
about “the value of tuition as an 
investment,” citing examples of 
employment and increased salaries 
that result from post-secondary 
education. “We all have to live 


within our means,” said Newell. 

Another public member, Ed 
Makarenko from Fargey’s Paint and 
Wallcovering in Red Deer, 
commented that “I have some 
difficulty in supporting a ten per 
cent increase, yet I believe that we 
need to get to 30 per cent [of total 
funding] because that is where we 
should be.” 

Part -of the provincial 
government's tuition policy states 
that institutions can derive a 
maximum of 30 per cent of their 
total funding from tuition. 

When asked about the 
Students’ Union plebiscite in 
November, when 86 per cent of 
students who voted opposed tuition 
hikes even if the money would be 
set aside to improve the quality of 
their education, Owram said that 
student opinion was a part of the 
financial decision-making process. 

“We recognize that it’s not very 


-popttiar-but on the other hand, we 


also hear from students that they’re 
opposed to larger classes, fewer 
options, and those sorts of things. It 
becomes a very difficult trade off 
between two things [students] don’t 
want: to have to pay more or to have

a deteriorating experience in the 
classroom.” 

He added that “the one thing 
we can promise this year is that 
where before tuition increases were 
going to cover government cuts, this 
year they are going right back into 
the classroom.” 

Owram said that 
administrators “ weren’t necessarily 
looking for a direct vote [at Friday’s 
meeting] because we have a fee 
schedule which comes through as 
part of the budget process.” He 
explained, “What we were looking 
for was a signal from the Board, and 
the signal I think we got ... was 
pretty clear. They support, 
reluctantly, tuition increases to the 
maximum.” 

Students’ Union president 
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Garett Poston, one of three student 
members on the Board, said he was 
surprised at the meeting’s results. 
“They had every opportunity to 
hold a vote,” he said. “It is actually 
Board policy to increase tuition by 
the maximum and the fact that they 
did not [do so] automatically, while 
not victory, is a step in the right 
direction.” 

Poston believes he and the other

“I am sympathetic,” said Don 
Mazankowski, former federal 
finance minister and another public 
member of the Board. “This is a 
partnership and we are here to serve 
students ... but I am trying to 
determine the breaking point where 
increased tuition decreases 
enrolment.

“T do think that we 
turned a lot of heads,” said Curran. 
“There are a lot more Board 
members saying, ‘no, wait a 
minute’,” said Poston. 
“ Administration is going to have to 
prove that they need the money.” 
But while Curran believes 
that “the mood has shifted. A lot 
of [Board members] are raising 
their reservations towards 
increasing the costs to students,” 
he also warned that “for the sake 
of convenience they might 


seek the maximum tuition increase 
was a difficult decision for 
administration, saying that “this 
cannot go on forever.” He added 
that although his interpretation of 
the Board’s position supports the 
increase, “they've also directed the 
administration to try and find some 
money to put into bursary support 
for [the] neediest students, and we 
are doing that actively.”

Decision day at U of C 


Students’ Council to finally 
decide on MLA plan Tuesday

CALGARY—This year’s first 
Students’ Legislative Council 
(SLC) meeting at the University of 
Calgary tonight will determine the 
fate of the U of C Students’ Union 
proposal to run a 
candidate in the next

Benediktsson will 
present the results of an SU survey 
to council at the January 14 SLC 
meeting. The survey asked 
students if the SU should run a 
candidate in the next provincial 
election, who that candidate 
should be, and if it would be 
useful to run an information 
campaign during the next election. 

Of the 637 respondents in the 
survey, 59 per cent said they 
would like a candidate to run in 
the election. Most students cited 
greater representation for students 
as the reason for their support. 84 
per cent of respondents said it 
would be useful to run an 
information campaign during the 
election. 54 per cent of those 
students who answered the two 


University of Lethbridge’s 
Students’ Union voted against 
running a candidate due to a lack 
of student support. 

“There wasn’t a whole lot of 
support, and not much vocal 
support from students,” said U of 
LStudents’ Union president Jason 
Shriner. He supported the idea of 
running a candidate, and plans to 
support the U of C and the 
University of Alberta if they 
decide to run candidates. 

In order to keep student issues 
at the forefront in Lethbridge, 
Shrinere said he would petition for 
a candidate’s debate at the U of L 
as well as placing voting stations 
on campus.

“] think it’s an effective way 
to gain media attention and it 
would bea shame not to proceed,” 
said Poston. “We have maintained 
that it should be done in tandem 
with Calgary.” 

Poston said he wants to see a 
province-wide effort from the 
major universities during the next 
provincial election. He said he was 
disappointed that the U of L 
dropped out, but believes 
candidates in Calgary and 
Edmonton can still generate the 
planned media attention.

Poston honoured

Students’ Union president 
Garett Poston has recently been 
awarded the Lou Hyndman 
scholarship for his contributions to 
the University of Alberta. 

Two of these $8,000 
scholarships are given out each year 
by a six person committee. The 
award is based on contributions 
through cultural and political 
leadership and is named after 
former provincial treasurer and 
current U of A chancellor Lou 
Hyndman. 

The criteria for the Hyndman 
scholarship, according to the 
award’s administrator Corrine 
Calahoo, are satisfactory academic 
standing, registration in the second 
to last year of undergraduate 
studies, and the ability to interact 
with others with an exceptional 
attitude of leadership. “It’s evident 
why Garett got the award,” said 
Calahoo. 

Poston’s current grade point 
average is 8. 

There was some confusion 
concerning Poston’s eligibility for 
the award. As a result of his work 
with the Students’ Union, he is only 
able to take one class per semester. 
Previously, only full-time students 
could apply for the award.

October, that particular criterion has 
been omitted. 

“Besides,” said Calahoo, 
“Garett is registered in intersession 
courses, so if you put it all together, 
he is a full-time student.” 

“The money is great and it 
helps,” said Poston of receiving the 
scholarship. “I worked with Lou 
Hyndman personally, so it’s a great 
honour as well.” 

Poston is currently working 
toward a degree in Economics, and 


is registered in one class: Economics 
471. Eventually, he hopes to acquire 
a MBA. 

Poston justifies his enrolment in 
only one class by his vast 
contributions to the Students’ 
Union. “I’m the longest standing 
executive here,” he said. This is his 
second year as president of the SU, 
and in the 1994-95 school year, he 
was vice president academic. 

He added that most executives 
in the Students’ Union work 
between 50 and 60 hours a week. 
“People don’t realize how hard the 
SU executives work. We’re not a 
high school students’ council. This 
isn’t just planning dances and 
extracurricular activities.” 

Currently, Poston’s salary for 
his work with the SU is $17,000 per 
year, before taxes. 

When asked what he plans to 
do with the money from the 
scholarship, Poston replied, “I’m 
putting some of it away for graduate 
studies, but part of it is definitely 
going towards my golf game this 
summer.” 

The other recipient of the 
Hyndman scholarship was Karen 
Witchuk, who served as vice 
president external for the 1993-94 
school year. Witchuk is currently 
studying Law.

FREDERICTON—The 
University of New Brunswick has 
set up a special committee to look 
at the Maclean's magazine rankings 
in light of results which show the 
university slipping slightly among 
universities across Canada in the 
comprehensive category. 

“We will look at how we 
report, what we report and have a 
discussion with Maclean’s about 
the survey,” said Louis Visentin, 
UNB’s vice-president academic, 
who has been named to chair the 
special committee. 

“There is a perception and 
there is the reality,” he said. “The 
reality is that this is a fine 
institution; academically it is 
superb,” said Visentin, in an 
interview with The Brunswickan. 

Visentin is unhappy with the 
Maclean’s survey. “I think some of 
the indicators oe not accurate for 
a lot of reasons,” he said. Visentin 
used the example of research 
grants to illustrate his point. 

Maclean's measures the total 
amount of research grants 
obtained at UNB from two major 
granting agencies in the sciences 
and social sciences. This amounts 
to up to $4 million a year, according 
to Visentin. 

What is not measured in the 
Maclean’s survey is the amount of 
money—some twenty million a 
year at UNB—that comes from 
private sector research grants. 

“Industry has a very good 
view of UNB because they do 
business with us, they give us 
research grants,” he said. “A lot of 
that money goes to support 
graduate students.” 

Another area where Visentin 
feels the Maclean’s survey may not 
be accurate is in the area of library 
acquisitions. UNB rates last in this 
area of the 11 universities surveyed 
in the comprehensive category. 

Visentin indicated that UNB 
spends a lot of money on electronic 
acquistions issues, which is not

measured in the Maclean’s survey. 

“UNB does very well in this 
area because we are very advanced 
in this area,” he said. “The better 
question to be asked is how

students access to other libraries 
through electronic means and what 
does that mean to students?” 

UNBis also rated at the bottom 
of the Maclean’s survey with 
respect to the percentage of the 
university budget spent on 
student services. 

“Part of it is history. We 
probably should be spending more 
and it means re-allocation, but we 
do a good job with student 
services,” said Visentin. 

“The question again is the 
quality of student services as 
opposed to the amount of money 
you spend,” he pointed out. 

Visentin said the Maclean’s 
survey looks mostly at input 
measures like spending levels 
instead of output measures like the 
quality of education. 

Despite his concerns with the 
measures used in the Maclean’s 
survey, Visentin had a positive 
opinion of the survey. “The fact 
that Maclean’s are making a case 
for universities is an important 
issue,” he said. 

“Universities are important 
and the fact that Maclean’s takes 
the time to do this kind of thing 
draws attention to post-secondary 
education.”

SU Plant 
Powering 
up soon?

The story on the impending 
shutdown of Dewey’s is finally at 
an end... almost. 

The Graduate Students’ 
Association held a meeting 
Monday evening which addressed § 


concurrence with changes made to 
the Power Plant. 

While the decision is “not 
altogether a done deal,” according 


Garett Poston, it seems evident that 
the Power Plant will change to SU 
ownership and Dewey’s bar in 
HUB Mall will be closed within a 
matter of weeks. The projected 
date for the transfer is February 3. 

The Students’ Union and the 
GSA have yet to come to an 
agreement concerning how the 


y y transfer will be done: either the 
| shutdown at Dewey’s will happen 


in concurrence with changes made

will happen in stages. 
The GSA was vague as to what

said GSA president Gord Squirell. 
“That's all I know.” 

Final decisions will be made 
later in the week concerning the 
University’s role in the transfer and 
the shutdown. The vote taken at 
the GSA meeting to turn over the 
Power Plant must be approved by 
the University before the GSA’s 
decision can be put to action. “The 
deal itself is still entirely contingent 
with the University’s approval,” 
said Poston. 

Several graduate students 
claimed that the decision (they 


were ambiguous as to what it 
was) would be made public on 
Wednesday, January 14. When 
asked to disclose the results of 
the meeting, one student said, “It 
was a closed meeting for a 
reason.” 

Neither the GSA nor the SU 
have made any decisions 
concerning staff. They are 
currently unsure whether new 
staff will be needed, but it seems 
that most, if not all, of the staff 
currently working at Dewey’s will 
be transferred to the Power Plant.

As a person with a fervent passion for 
animal liberation, Iam somewhat encour- 
aged by the increasing concern for re- 
search animals at the U of A. The attitudes 
and actions of most researchers reflect a 
growing awareness that animals are not 
merely “tools of science”. I think, how- 
ever, that the use of animals in research 
must be examined at a more fundamen- 
tal level. 

The basic assumption underlying 
most animal experimentation is that hu- 
man life has more value than animal life. 
Deeply rooted in ancient Greek thought 
and Judeo-Christian tradition, the belief 
in human superiority is pervasive and 
unchallenged in most cultures. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that we who claim

that animals have intrinsic value in- 
dependently of human need are often 
met with ridicule and contempt.

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If you’re just tuning into this 
short series on hemp, I am com- 
paring hemp to flax.

From what I can find, flax 
would make excellent rope, but 
because of its high quality, it 
would be put to better use else- 
where.

what you may have heard, hemp 
is not the strongest natural fibre 
known to man. Manila Hemp, 
also called “abaca”, is the strong- 
est. Despite its name, it’s is not 
even related to hemp. It’s in the 
banana family. It is true that the 
US used hemp during the World 
War II but that is only because 


.. last time I checked, 
we were not in a fibre 
crisis. We don’t even 
use all the fibre we 
have. It would also 
have to be a pretty big 
crisis if we had to resort 


to such a low quality 
fibre like hemp. 


abaca supplies from the Philip- 
pines had been cut off by the 
Japanese so they were forced to 
resort to this inferior fibre. Even 
if Canada or the US were faced 
with the same situation again, 
we would use synthetic fibres be- 
cause they are stronger and don’t 


rely on good weather to produce. 

Hemp is also used for mak- 
ing paper. The hemp advocates 
claim that hemp can produce 
four times as much paper as trees 
can per acre over a twenty year 
period. Therefore, we should 
use hemp paper to save us from 
the massive deforestation that is 


occurring all over the world. 
What they neglect to mention, 
however, is that this massive de- 
forestation has little to do with 
the paper industry. The lumber 
industry, agriculture, over-popu- 
lation and industrialization are 
the main culprits.

Why 
should we grow hemp to pro- 
duce more fibre when we don’t 
even use what we have? 

It’s also interesting to look at 
some of the so called “hemp pa- 
per” that some companies are 
selling. One company I found 


sells hemp paper that is 40 per- 
cent hemp and 40 percent flax 
straw. Another company is sell- 
ing paper that is 10 percent hemp 
and 60 percent flax. Yet another 
company is selling paper that is 
10 percent hemp and 70 percent 
flax. There are also others that 
use large quantities of unspeci- 
fied cereal straws that are most 
likely flax as most other straws 
make poor paper. It seems much 
of the “hemp paper” out there 
would be more accurately called 
“flax paper”. 

The only thing that I’ve seen 
hemp advocates having the cour- 


- age to compare hemp to flax on 


is fibre yields. Since hemp is a 
larger plant, it produces more fi- 
bre. Exactly how much more fi- 
bre would be produced is ques- 
tionable considering flax grows 
better in cooler climates such as 
Canada whereas hemp grows 
better in very warm climates 
such as Mexico and Central 
America. But last time I checked, 
we were not ina fibre crisis. We 
don’t even use all the fibre we 
have. It would also have to bea 
pretty big crisis if we had to re- 
sort to such a low quality fibre 
like hemp. 

Hemp probably held its own 
this time. Still, I’d expect better 
from such a special plant. Next 
time I will be looking at the seeds 
and health benefits of hemp and 
flax.

Libertarian by choice, Re- 
form by necessity. That’s my 
motto. Actually, that’s the 
motto (revised for the Cana- 
dian reader) of the Republican 
Liberty Caucus. 

They believe, as I do, that 
if freedom is to be achieved in 
our lifetime, we must make 
choices that are politically ex- 
pedient. We must compromise 
our political actions, but not 
our political ideals. We must 
support those parties that have 
a pro-freedom platform, how- 
ever compromised, and that 
have at least some popular ap- 
peal. But, we must also remain 
eternally vigilant in our 
defense of freedom and capital- 
ism as mutually dependent 
ideas. 

Is this an acceptable com- 
promise? It seems to demand 
that we divorce our actions 
from our thoughts. It seems to 
encourage mindless activism as 
a means to social change, de- 
tracting from the more impor- 
tant effort to challenge the cor- 
rupt philosophical assump- 
tions on which-society rests, 
namely paternalism and collec- 
tivism. 

While this is a legitimate 
concern, I regret that if we 
want change, we have only two 
options. We can rage against 
the social machine, or we can 
repair it. We can, on principle, 
refuse to attend public schools 
and public hospitals, and we 
can refuse to accept govern- 


ment scholarships and student 
loans. But, in doing this, we 
engage in an exercise in sense- 
less martyrdom and become 
the victims of the very statism 
we are fighting against. 

It is clear that gov- 
ernment’s virtual mo- 
nopoly over education, 
for instance, robs us of 
our freedom to engage in 
free enterprise in this 
area,;--and -robs2sts, 
through taxation, of our 
right to dispose of our 
income according to the 
values we hold. How- 
ever, if we refuse to com- 
promise, if we refuse to 
deal with government in 
the areas over which it 
has no moral jurisdic- 
tion, we will forsake our 
opportunities along with 
our freedoms. I can 
think of almost nothing 
more tragic, for example, 
than a promising student 
refusing to attend a pub- 
licly funded Canadian 
university on moral 
grounds, only to find 
that no comparable and 
affordable schools have 
managed to thrive in the 
cash-starved private sec- 
tor. 

So if compromise is neces- 
sary in the political arena, what 
compromises should a libertar- 
ian make? Should we support 
a party that will legalize drugs 
or should we support a party

One of us is a die-hard Grotie, the 
other a Dr. Grot virgin, and yet we both 
fell prey to the devilishly twisted spell 
cast by the ingenious Dave Clarke in his 
new, macabre and slightly psychotic play, 
The Cartoonist. If you’ve seen any of Dave 
Clarke’s wild Dr. Grot Fringe shows then 
you are familiar with his infamous way 
of warping any situation and delivering 
the unexpected. 

The Cartoonist is a black comedy which 
centres on the cartoonist Dwight Perry 
(Dana Andersen), who has reached fame 
through his best selling cartoon/comic/ 
t-shirt/lunchbox/soon-to-be-movie 
“Dippy the Dog.” Slowly exhumed 
through the course of the play is the dis- 
covery that Dwight exploits three minions 
to do his work. These minions live in ig- 
norance of each other. The woman who 
inks his work, Brenda (Hansi Clemm), is 
infatuated with the powerful Dwight and 
leads a lonely life filled with computer 


dating services and abuse from Dwight. 
The writer of all of Dippy’s words is the 
nervous, insecure, and paranoid Mort 
(Tom Edwards). Dwight’s deception un- 
winds as Brenda and Mort meet ona blind 
date and discover each other’s occupa- 
tions. 

Enter Jim (Mark Meer), a “perplexed 
scholar of Dippy” who has always 
dreamed of one day being a speck in the 
Dippy universe, and has now been com- 
missioned by Dwight to pencil the Dippy 
strip. When the three minions meet 
Dwight finds himself in “deep Dippy doo- 
doo.” From the second act on, there is no 
way to summarize this play, nor would 
we want to. Dave Clarke cannot be ex- 
plained; he must be experienced. 

All four actors were superb; there was 
no weak link in this chain of characters. 
Andersen, who played the bastard to the 
bitter end, added a shadow of humanity 
to his loud, pompous, self-serving char- 
acter and never once lost the audience’s 
rapt attention. He was truly brilliant in 
this role. Clemm played the desperate, 
overworked modern woman with intelli- 
gence and understanding, lending a solid 
female lead to the play. Meer was hilari-

The basic idea of the movie is sound, but 
the story falls apart quickly and the plot has 


ous as the loser. His stunned expressions, 
hippie slang and baffled beagle-like stu- 
pidity had the entire audience in hyster- 
ics. Edwards stole several scenes with his 
maniacal laughter and his neurotic antics. 
When Edwards dons the Dippy mask, 
there is no stopping him, and he delivers 
some of the finest and most chilling act- 
ing to be displayed on an Edmonton 
stage. 

The set was inspired as David Belke cre- 
ated a stage worthy of “The Far Side” itself. 
The famous cartoon characitures, drawn by 
Meer, which adorned one wall added to 
Belke’s comic set. The lighting was dead on, 
especially with the use of the strobe light and 
the Clapper. The sound design, created by 
Clarke, was striking, and added another 
layer of dementia to the play. 

From the opening cacophony of ap- 
plause to the final cry of “I don’t want to 
pick up the soap,” The Cartoonist, like so 
many other Edmontonian works of theatre, 
is truly a trip through the farthest realms of 
human obscurity. Clarke and an excellent 
cast and crew have done it again.

It’s possible I’m wrong, but 
I attribute it to the fact that about half of the 
people in the building seemed to have been 
personally invited by the members of the 
band. The set started when the bassist, a 
large sweaty individual sporting only a 
Leather vest, introduced himself as 
“Leatherman” and they started into their 
first song. The music itself was just noise, 
with the bassist and guitarist playing com- 
pletely oblivious of each other. In fact, the 
lead guitarist seemed pretty much oblivious 
to everyone, spending almost the whole time 
facing the drummer, or off in the corner ina 
futile attempt to tune his guitar. I liked the 
lead singer’s voice, or what I could hear if 
it.. His mic was turned way down, and he 
was usually overpowered by the guitars or 
the unintelligible screaming Leatherman 
was bellowing out. No one on stage made 
any attempt to put on any kind of show, and 
the best part of the show was them inform- 
ing us of a Big Fat Records show coming up 
on Feb. 8. 


After the disappointment that was Lure 
and the absence of Splitsville, I was feeling 
down and just wanted to go to bed. I was 
cold and uncomfortable and this group of 
drunken girls above me on the bleachers 
kept spilling beer and stepping on me. Fi- 
nally, at close to midnight, Amber 416 took 
the stage and all my worries drifted away. 
From the first song until the end of the en- 
core, these guys pumped out 100 per cent 
rock and roll energy. Greg Johnson, the lead 
singer, is by far the most entertaining singer 
I have ever been lucky enough to watch. 
Through the whole show he leapt about the 
stage, doing leg kicks off the drum kit, crawl- 
ing between bassist Meck’s legs as they 
played and displaying the largest number 
of rock poses ever seen in one building with- 
out ever looking like a fake. His voice ranged 
from low and relaxed into a loud attack like 
his very soul was being ripped out of him. 
Ernie on drums and Kevin the guitarist kept 
up, with the fast-paced music suddenly get- 
ting soft and quiet then once again explod- 
ing along with the vocals. The majority of 
the show was new material, but there were 
a few of their older favourites as well, in- 
cluding the rousing last song, “Hoover.” 
Amber 416 kept myself and everyone in the 
bar grinning and bouncing away, and the 
dance floor had people on it at all times. 
They also showed Lure how to actually en- 
tertain, chatting up the crowd in between 
songs, and returned for an encore when the 
crowd started chanting as soon as they left 
the stage. 

Amber 416 is one of the best bands in 
Edmonton, and I guarantee you will not be 
disappointed if you check them out. They 
have a CD coming out sometime around 
March, as well as a song on the forthcoming 
Edmonton Produce 2 album. It was worth the 
otherwise awful evening just to see them

Amanda Forsyth

Former Edmontonian Amanda 
Forsyth was the ESO’s guest for last week- 
end’s instalment of the Magnificent Mas- 
ters Series. Also welcomed was the sen- 
ior Edmonton Youth Orchestra (EYO) for 
the final piece of the evening. 

The concert began with Mozart’s 
“Don Giovanni: Overture.” Although 
there had been many portrayals of the 
story of Don Juan throughout Europe at 
the time, Mozart and his lyricist created 
this operatic version of the story. This 
piece of dramatic comedy began quietly, 
yet the intensity of the orchestra’s per- 
formance allowed one to anticipate its 
dramatic ending. 

Following was “Electra Rising” by U 
of A professor Malcolm Forsyth. Forsyth’s 
composition was soloed by his daughter 
Amanda Forsyth, principal cellist of the 
Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra. She is 
also a member of the University of 
Calgary String Quartet, the Chinook Trio 
and the Aubade Ensemble. 

“Electra Rising” began as a soft hymn 
from the strings. This was the background 
for the cello which seemed to open up in 
song. Soon the cello’s mood turned to agi- 
tation and dominated through the rest of 
the piece. There were some unusual 
things about this composition. The mood

of the cello rarely seemed to match the 
mood of the orchestra, and it would of- 
ten let one down softly only to explode 
soon after. The background of the orches- 
tra was very pleasing, although the solo 
tended to be rather technical and difficult 
for the lay-person to enjoy thoroughly. 
Although Ms. Forsyth’s performance was 
excellent, and she received a hearty ap- 
plause, the difficulty of enjoying it 
showed in that only a few people gave her 
a standing ovation. 

Ending the evening was Brahms’ first 
symphony, which has been compared 
countless times to Beethoven’s work. The 
first movement, delivered passionately by 
the orchestra, had a general Beethoven- 
like sound to it. The final movement had 
the most pronounced similarity with a 
theme that strongly resembled “Ode to 
Joy” from Beethoven’s ninth symphony. 
It is a theme that’s unfortunately over- 
used, appearing in Pepsi commercials and 
Brooke Shields’ new sitcom. It was the fi- 
nal movement that featured the EYO in 
key parts. The fact that I could not tell that 
they were there, I would take as a good 
thing. The two orchestras were able to 
perform together as one large orchestra. 

It was very interesting to see the per- 
spective that the composer’s daughter 
would have on the composition being per- 
formed. Despite the relative inaccessibil- 
ity of this piece, the concert was an over- 
all success.

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If you’ve ever seen Cole live, you pretty 
much know what to expect from the latest 
live recording from the talented Canadian 
chanteuse: energetic, emotional, and tanta- 
lizing musical offerings. 

The album is the result of a performance 
in Montreal last June. Songs on it are from 
the Holly Cole Trio’s three latest albums, in- 
cluding Temptation, a tribute album released 
last year of songs of the fabulous Tom Waits. 
Cole has an incredible talent for interpret- 
ing the works of other artists and transform- 
ing them into her own unique jazzy incan- 
tations. 

Highlights on the album include “Don’t 
Let the Teardrops Rust Your Shining Heart” 
by Ben Watt from the band Everything But 
the Girl, and Waits’ “Train Song.” In the lat- 
ter, David Piltch on upright bass accompa- 
nies Cole’s mesmerizing and soulful croon 
with a low and sexy bass line. Of course, 
Piltch and pianist Aaron Davis record regu- 
larly with Cole as the Holly Cole Trio. But 
in this live performance, the trio picks up 
guitarist Kevin Breit and percussionist 
Dougie Bowne, adding more textures and 
layers to the music. 

If you’ve never seen Cole live, you can 
get a taste of whatit’s like via your very own 
computer screen. This multi-media en-

whiny, juvenile vocals that are character- 
istic of many popular bands in the Man- 
chester scene. Lead singer David Gedge 
has very full and solid vocals that can also 
suddenly sweep into the higher ranges. 
A second element, noticeable at the start, 
is that the percussion, guitars and vocals 
seem almost disconnected at times, but 
still work together at another level. The 
resulting sound is full and distinct and 
has become the signature of the Wedding 
Present. 

In the first listen, many songs seem al- 
most awkward, a possible explanation as 
to why they have never had any major 
successes in North America. By the third 
or fourth listen, though, you find your- 
self caught in the music, singing along 
and tapping your foot. The majority of 
this album, their third in 1996, is fairly 
mellow compared to most of their other 
albums, but there are also several faster 
tracks as well. The first track, “Venus,” 
combines wonderful guitars with a xylo- 
phone, giving a very distinctive, fast- 
paced and fun song. Another treat on the 
album is the acoustic version of “Jet Girl’, 
which was originally released on 7” vi- 
nyl, and then again on the album previ- 
ous to this one entitled Mini Plus. 

I am still amazed that a band as good 
as the Wedding Present can be around 
since the mid-80s and still be basically 
unknown in North America. They have 
released 10 CDs that I know of, and vari- 
ous EPs and compilations. If you like 
Manchester and New Wave, I would defi- 
nitely recommend this album. Put it in 
your stereo and listen to it a few times and 
soon you will find yourself caught in the 
musical kick back and revel in the won- 
derful musical experience that is The 
Wedding Present.
